PITTSBURGH, June 24—The 
death toll from a tornado which 
left a wide path of destruction in 
western Pennsylvania and north- 
ern West Virginia passed the 130 
mark today, with hundreds 
homeless and injured and prop- 
erty damage running into mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Striking at dusk yesterday, the 
storm, described as a “cone-shaped 
cloud” twisted its way through 10 
counties in the two states, travelling 
with tremendous speed and leaving 
a trail of death-shattered buildings, 
uprooted trees and other wreckage 
in its wake. 

The known dead stood at 133—95 
in West Virginia and 35 in western 
Pennsylvania, and the injured was 
estimated at close to 1,000, with 
many victims in critical condition. 

Maryland also reported three 
killed and about 20 injured in the 
Garrett county area, when the 
twister crossed from adjoining West 
Virginia. 


AREAS DEVASTATED 

Whole districts virtually were de- 
vastated by the storm, which struck 
with such speed and concentrated

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Seamen From 
Edmonton Aid 
Flood Victims 


Using their high Wellington 
boots to bail the boats when nec- | 
essary, and travelling around in 
their shorts, ten seamen from 
H.M.C.S. “Nonsuch,” Edmonton 
naval barracks, under the com- 
mand of two leading seamen, Dan- 
jel Gilliland and Douglas Fraser, 
spent five days this week at West- 
lock to help the men and women 
of that district who were maroon- 
ed by flood waters from the Pem- 
bina River. 

LS.Gilliland went up on Sunday 
with a small crew of men, and] 
telephoned back to the Edmonton) 
barracks that he needed reinforce- 
ments, LS. fraser was tan seat} 
up with another small crew to assist 
with the rescue work. 


FOUND MUCH TO DO 


Families, including old | and! 
young, were frantic and the sailors 
had their hands full. They used 


small cutters which were manned 
by 11 men each, including farmers 
from the district. The water was! 
11 feet deep over the grainfields, 
and men spoke of having to duck} 
their heads when passing telephone 
wires. | 

In one instance one of the boats 
was “grounded” on a threshing 
machine. The general store at 

Westlock had its floor covered 
with six inehes of water and 

houses were overturned by the 
force of the flood. 

The sailors took the families to 
high, ground, and also supplied 
them with food from the Westlock 
store, S. A. Lindhall, proprietor. The 
men started at.5:15 a.m., and work- 
ed until 9 p.m., travelling from 25) 
to 35 miles in a day. 

They first went up to the West- 
lock district upon request of the 
department of public works, The 
latter organization made reserva- 
tions for them at the Westlock 
hotel, where they snatched a few 
hours of sleep when necessary. 


HOMES WIPED OUT 

The men said that families who 
had lived in the district for 35 
years, had their homes wiped out, 
and fields destroyed. Animals, in- 
cluding cows, pigs and horses were 
drowned, and in several cases the 
sailors filled their boats with some 
of these animals, thus saving many. 


The Westlock-Barrhead road, 
was completely submerged, and 
they travelled up that way in 
their cutters, At Sunny Bend they 
herded 45 head of cattle and tied 
them to the bridge. Also, as this 
place six families took refuge in 
a small house. 


The men, with the exception of 
the two leading seamen, have had 
but five weeks of training, and the 
only experience they have had with 
boats was gained at the Lake Waba- 
mun camp. 

Leading Seaman Gilliland has 
been at sea and has spent 14 months 
at the west coast doing instruction- 
al training. Leading Seaman Fraser 
has just returned from a special 
course at Toronto where he was a 
member of the whaler crew from 
H.M.C.S. York.

Following a week of wet weather, Edmonton 
and district has been enjoying a bright, warm spell 
. . . and flood conditions have improved vastly 
over last week.. Level of the Saskatchewan river, 
after giving cause for concern, has receded and 
should be back to normal soon. Canadian National 
Railways trains are now running west of the city 
after being tied up for severa) days due to flood 
conditions this side of Edson. The situation in the 
Westlock area, which was the hardest hit of all, has 
also improved, but damage to livestock, poultry and 
farm crops is expected to run to more than $1,000,- 
000. The Alberta government has appropriated 
by order-in-council for the repair of highways, 
roads and bridges in the district. Altogether, flood 
waters have caused more concern and more dam- 
age in the Edmonton area this year, than in any 
year since the flood of 1915.

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Edmonton’s Streets 


There is much current talk about Ed- 
monton’s growth and development in the 
next ten years. There is hardly one think- 
ing citizen who is not convinced that the 
progress of air travel and the opening of 
the North will expand this community 
into a Canadian metropolis of communica- 
tions, transport and manufacture. 

And this faith is soundly based. All 
known circumstances add up to a tremend- 
ous future for Edmonton. 

In this faith and this almost mathe- 
matical certainty, it is strange that there 
still appears to be official hesitation over 
taking those steps which will not only equip 
Edmonton for quick growth, but will make 
the city attractive to those who will come 
to live in it. . 

Edmonton Streets, for instance, are 
among the most abominable on the contin- 
ent. They are totally unsuitable to bear 
the traffic of the population we already 
have let alone a widely extended population. 

Immediate street improvement, on a 
large scale, may not be entirely feasible. 
Labor and equipment and materials are ad- 
mittedly scarce. 

But it would afford both satisfaction 
and assurance to those who are burnishing 
their faith in Edmonton’s post-war ex- 
pansion if definite plans were laid down 
now and money definitely allocated for a 
broad program of street improvement to 
start immediately the essentials are avail- 
able, % 


Serious Charges 


The grave charges levelled in the Sen- 
ate by Senator T. D. Bouchard, former 
Quebec cabinet minister and chairman of 
the Quebec Hydro Commission, cannot be 
ignored by the people or the government of 
Canada. These are matters that strike at 
the very root of our national integrity and 
even our national existence. 


However, a8 The Edmonton Bulletin has 
so often pointed out, the conditions describ- 
ed by Senator Bouchard are not to be laid 
at the door of the French-Canadian people. 
They are the victims of misrepresentation 
and miseducation, Their educational system 
is pointed at the inculcation of hatred for 
things British and the fascist dream of an 
archaic state in which the other eight prov- 
inces will be brought under the domination 
of a triumphant Quebec.

Stalag Luft Third 


Perhaps there was no good ground to 
hope that investigation would show there 
had been exaggeration or misynderstand- 
ing in the report that 50 British airmen, 
including six Canadians, had been deliber- 
ately murdered at Stalag Luft Third last 
March. Still, there was a chance that in 
that instance the Nazis were less black than 
they were represented to have been, Mr. 
Anthony Eden has had to dispel any such 
hopes. After prolonged enquiry at every 
available source, and studying an official 
statement issued at Berlin, he says that the 
men were “murdered in cold blood” by ges- 
tapo agents. Mr. Eden is not the man to 
lay such a charge even against enemies 
without being impelled to do so by a com- 
plete “chain of evidence”, which he disclos- 
ed to the shocked members of the House 
of Commons at London. 

For the time there is of course nothing 
that the Allies can do to bring the criminals 
to justice, and nothing they can do to even 
“avenge” the atrocity. To shoot German 
prisoners in reprisal would only doom more 
of our own prisoners to death at Nazi 
hands. All that can be done, and it assur- 
edly will be done, is to use every possible 
means to identify the scoundrels, in order 
that they may be dealt with as they deserve 
when the military machine that now shields 
them is broken down, Neither time nor ef- 
fort nor expense can count for anything to 
halt this manhunt. Stalag Luft Third is a 
name that will not fade from Canadian or 
British memory. ’ 


Dandelion Control 


Most gardeners, amateur and profes- 
sional, will agree that the most sinister in- 
fluence in Edmonton lawns and gardens is 
the ubiquitous dandelion, This weed is not 
only difficult to eradicate, but produces 
such a large quantity of seeds that any 
plot which is cleared of the nuisance is 
very speedily re-infected. 

A householder who takes pride in his 
premises may rid his own property of dan- 
delions, But he has no control over the seed 
that floats in from unkept boulevards and 
the yards of careless neighbors. Some- 
thing should be done to protect him from 
these exigencies. 

It might be difficult to compel every 
householder to completely clear out the 
dandelions on his property and his boule- 
vard. But it would not be difficult to com-

OTTAWA: Before the war, the 
pages of the Hansard record of 
Parliament were sprinkled with 
complaints brought forward by 
various members against abuses of 
the patent law by which protection 
of patent rights served to hold up 
the Canadian public to high prices 
on electrical and other products. 
Some years ago, for instance, a 
business firm in Treherne, Mani- 
toba, decided to import some radios 
which sold in the United States at 
prices 25 to 30 per cent below the 
Canadian price for a comparable 
article. As the story was told in 
Parliament by H. H. Stevens in 1937, 
this firm received a letter from a 
firm of patent attorneys; warning

As revised: in 1935, the Patent 
|Act confers an exclusive monopoly 
on the patentee for 17 years. The 
so-called three-year clause was in- 
serted to protect the public. Under 
lit, a patentee is required to work 
la patent on commercial scale with- 
in three years or risk the issue 
of a license to manufacture to an- 
other party, or even the revocation 
of his patent. Since then licenses 
have been issued to third parties 
in only four or five instances, ac- 
cording to the patent office in 
Ottawa, In no case has the penalty 
of revocation. been applied. The 
theory is that this serves to protect 
the public, In passing, the redress 
contained in the Patent Act was 
taken from the similar English law, 

* * * 


But in this day and age, patents 
are not the simple thing they once 
were, In such a relatively simple 
object as an electric light bulb, at 
least 62 patents are involved. In 
this and other cases, new patents 
are continually appearing so that 
patents applying to a particular 
article are capable of indefinite ex. 
tension. Most patents of this kind 
are held by corporations. This find- 
ing was reported by L. G. Reynolds 
in 1940 in his able book on “The 
Control of Competition in Canada.” 
He said: “The public has little real 
protection against the free use of 
patent holders of monopoly p-wer." 
Indirectly, he continued, the Patent 
Act serves fo fortify the positions 
of monopoly. The consumer can 
rarely obtain a hearing in a patent 
case, for litigation is likely to be 
endless and costly. 

Many M.P.'s have cried out against 
patent abuses. But none has uttered 
a more striking indictment than did 
C. E. Bothwell, the former Liberal 
M.P. for Swift Current, speaking in 
the budget debate in 1939. He found 
little improvement in the 1935 
amendments. He charged that “an 
innumerable number of good and 
bad patents” were pooled by six 
electrical companies, Canadian Gen- 
eral Electric, Canadian Westing- 
house, Canadian Marconi, Rogers 
Majestic Corporation, Northern El- 
ectric and Radio Corporation of 
Canada, Ninety per cent. of these 
patents were held in the United 
States. He gave another instance 
where 96.6 per cent. of all patents 
on glass containers in the United 
| States were held by two firms, 
which did not manufacture any- 
thing, but which received income of 
$49,000,000 in 12 years. 

Mr. Bothwell listed eight defects 
in the patent law: 

1, Lack of efficient examination 
of applications. 

2, High cost of remedies to curb 
abuses. 

3 Cumbersome methods of rem- 
edy and uncertainty of them. 

4. Lack of officials to investigate 
abuses. 

5. Lack of power 
abuses. 

6. Multiplicity of patents on the 
same article. 

7. No positive, inexpensive way 
of ascertaining what patents cover 
a certain article, 

8. Patents may be used to de- 
stroy a competitor

clusion on the whole matter is that 
by the patent laws we have in 
Canada we are enkbling foreign 
manufacturers to exploit the Cana- 
dian public to an extent that could 
not be done even under the tariff of 
the late administration.”

After the war, the band carried 
on with the Edmonton Regiment, 
with a large proportion of the 
members remaining. Mobilized in 
1939 for active service the band 
volunteered to the last man to go 
overseas, but by then old Father 
Time had made it mathematically 
impossible for most to go. But the 
boys have stayed together. They 
have given generously of their 
time for church services, appear- 
ances for war benefits and other 
deserving causes, making their con- 
tribution through music when they 
could not make it by service at the 
front.

| TODAY'S MESSAGE 


By H/MAJOR W. T. STEVEN 
Chaplain Service, Ottawa, Ontario. 


These English War Brides 


, HAT kind of girls are our boys marrying?” “What will it be 
like when the English brides come to Canada?” “Will many of 
the soldiers want to stay in Britain with their wives?” These are 

some of the questions that indicate:the general spirit of wonder about 

the future that I have heard most often since coming home in Janu- 
ary. We wonder how their coming will influence Canadian life, how 
they will complicate the rehabilitation problem, and some of us, from 

a very practical and personal point of view, wonder how we will like 

the new daughter-in-law or sister-in-law at close range. 

That they will affect our life is certain. It would be unrealistic 
to imagine that we could have an immigration of some twenty thou 
sand women and children within the course of a few months with- 
out feeling it. Futhermore, I need hardly tell you that not all of these 
marriages are perfect. In spite of every effort some of them have 
been ill-advised and hasty. However not all marriages in Canada are 
perfect either and perhaps, having due regard to war-time conditions, 
at least as large a proportion of them promise sound Canadian homes 
as in any similar number of marriages anywhere. 


It is not too simple a matter for a soldier to marry overseas. He 
must get the verbal permission of his company commander. Then, 
usually with the assistance of the padre, he must complete a fairly 
formidable document. Attached to this there must be a medical cer- 
lificate for himself and for the bride elect, a letter of recommendation 
for the bride, and, in the case of a minor, the consent of her parents, 
Where possible the padre sees the girl, preferably in her own home, 
or conducts some sort of investigation by correspondence, Finally 
the assembled documents are placed before the colonel. From him 
they go to the commander of the brigade, And, perhaps most bmport- 
ant of all, when at last they are signed by the brigadier, a waiting 
period of not less than two months begins. Sometimes men chafe a 
bit under this arrangement and think it is mere red tape but in not a 

| few cases it has proved its worth. But marriage is a popular institu- 
tion and “love laughs at locksmiths.” The estimated number is now 
over sixteen thousand and the end is not yet. 


Quite emphatically many of these brides are the very finest of 
the young womanhood of the British Isles. Most of them are looking 
forward eagerly to the day when they may found a home in Canada. 
They know that they will have to work hard but for most of them 
this is nothing new. Many of them, even after marriage, are taking 
their places in essential war industries, British girls who lived shelt- 
ered lives until a few years ago have, during the war days, battled 
beside strong men in industry or agriculture. Some of these are 
our future citizens and they will give a good account of themselves 
whether in city or country homes. Canada has had no finer immi- 
gration-in many years than is represented in the wives and children 
of her fighting men who are looking to Canada as their-land of 
destiny. 


We have thought a good deal about how they will impress us, 
Have we done enough thinking about how we are gofng to impress 
them? They are coming to found homes. What is the challenge of our 
homes to the newcomers? They are leaving all the institutions of 
childhood, usually leaving parents and a host of friends. They are 
leaving England's perpetual verdure, her winding lanes, her trim 
hedges, her spring-time carpet of daffodils and primroses, Leaving, 
true enough, many less pleasant things but it is the lovely things of 
home that they will remember in their early contacts with our some- 
times cruder and always more spacious life. They know no nostalgia 
for the little things that are so largely Canada to us; the running 
sap, the early robin (our own red-breasted thrush, I mean, not the 
little English bird that we know mostly on Christmas cards). They 
have yet to learn the lazy quiet of a Canadian town on a summer 
afternoon and they have yet to smell chili sauce through the screened 
door as they pass in pickling time. As yet they don't love the tint of 
the October maple and all they know of our sparkling, white-clad 
winter is a vague and not wholly inaccurable idea that it is very, 
very cold. 

There is so much that will be unfamiliar that they will need to 
sense at once our genuine warmth and friendliness, that we imme- 
diately include them and that we do not think of them as, in any 
sense, foreign. What will strike them as the outstanding qualities of 
Canatiian home life? Will they feel that we love our homes? The 
men overseas do. Most of them carry pictures of the home folk always 
and it is not hard to persuade them to show them. Will they feel that 
home is still Canada’s greatest institution? Will they be impressed 
with the way our families pull together? Will they see in every city 
and village and farm community many demonstrations of wholesome 
nome life where families work together as a team? These things have 
characterized Canadian life in the past, I have been wondering 
whether they are still strong enough factors in our life to make an 
impact.on these home-makers that our men are bringing with them. 

Will they find many homes where the Bible is read every day, 
and where the guidance of God is sought as the most practical neces 
sity for the direction of daily life? There can be no doubt that these 
things characterized Canadian life in other days. Perhaps it was 
sometimes done clumsily or tiresomely but underneath there was a 
reality from which many good things in Canadian life have come 
If sound industrial and social institutions are to characterize the 
Canada of the next hundred years they will have to be rooted in 
homes where love and trust and dependence on God are fundamentals 
of life. 

As I come back to Canada it is with the sense that there is some 
thing much more important for us to do for these war brides than 
to form committees of welcome, more important than letters of greet 
ing or invitations to them to link up with the church. All these things 
are good. Better still is the thing that. we can all start on at once. We 
can begin to see to it that our homes have the qualities that we would 
like newcomers to think are really Canadian characteristics. If they 
see in us and in our homes the simple old virtues of faith, honesty, 
and neighborliness we may hope that they will fight with us for a 
Canada where these things really prevail.

grain tablets or, if such tablets are 
not available, then six grains of 
copper sulfate dissolved in two 
tablespoonfuls (one fluid ounce) of 
water, 

This is the most dependable 
emetic for infant, child or adult in 
a serious emergency, say where a 
child has found.and eaten or swal- 
lowed some poison. Copper sulfate 
induces vomiting immediately, not 
ten or fifteen minutes from now or 
maybe not at all, like syrup of ipe- 
cac, Ipecac is all right to give a 
child whose stomach is overloaded 
with food; or child or adult with 
bronchitis who doesn't cough up 
the mucus from the bronchial pass- 
ages but swallows it instead. If the 
first dose or doses (average emetic 
dose is a teaspoon of syrup of ipe- 
cac for infant or young child) fails 
to produce vomiting it 
some expectorant effect anyway— 
that is to say, it promotes coughing 
up of phlegm and so aids the bron- 
chial tubes and lungs to free them- 
selves of phlegm, mucus or other 
secretions when inflamed or. when 
when the patient is choked up, 

But suppose your baby has found 
some “candy” in the form of pretty 
pills or tablets containing strych- 


nine or other poison, and you fear | 


or you cannot be sure — the only 
safe course is to empty the baby's 
stomach immediately. In this em- 
ergency it might be fatal to wait 
for ipecac to work, even if you have 
it in the house, You are a wretched 
sort of parent, guardian or neigh- 
bor ff the best you can do in the 
emergency is to “rush” the child to 
a hospital, or telephone for a doc- 
tor, or fool around with mustard, 
salt water, ete. 

Give the baby a spoonful (tea- 
spoon, tablespoon, no matter) of 
the copper sulfate solution, If the 
copper sulfate is in one-grain tab- 
Jets, give a couple of the tablets in 
a spoonful of water. This will lit- 
erally bounce back almost as soon 
as it enters the stomach, and bring 
with it whatever the child has just 
eaten.

to egg. Their crafty mothers often 


put egg in other foods and get it} 


into them, But we are not so sure 
the result isn't the same, though 
perhaps not so dramatic. 

If the child has a personal sen- 
sitivity to ea, it isn't because of 
the taste of it, it is because the 
system reacts unhappily when 
egg is fed. Just to hide the egg 
in the custard may fool the baby 
into eating it but it won't fool his 
sensitive stomach. He may not 
vomit, but he may be cross and 
fretful, for no good reason. He 
may break out in spots on his 
skin or feel feverish or simply 
refuse to eat, 

Baby can't explain why he feels 
as he does, but certainly his sen- 
sible mother should admit if a 
}small baby vomits violently after 
lthe inclusion of egg in the diet, it 
|would be wiser to omit eggs, at 
|least untH the baby has had a 
chance to build up some immunity 
to them, 

Eggs are a splendid food, they 
are a real addition to the diet of 
the average baby at about the 
fourth or fifth month. But when 
there is a reaction to them they 
do the baby no good. It is pos- 
sible that several months later, 
if tried again, they may be ac- 
cepted without upheaval,

Home Building 
Permits Reach 
300 Mark Here 


Building permits for dwellings 
issued by the city architect's de- 
partment reached the 500 mark on 
Saturday, the permits having an 
aggregate value of more than 
$1,400,000, 

Since June 1 more than 100 per- 
mits have been issued with a value 
of more than $400,000 to bring the 
aggregate for the year so far to 
$1,401,000, and the total number of 
permits to 502. 

Officials of the land department 
stated that sales of city owned land 
during the last few weeks would 
indicate that the building permits 
total for the year would probably 
exceed the 700 mark if present 
rates of sales is maintained. 

It was stated that a present there 
is no sign of such abatement as 
inquiries for city property seems 
to be on the increase rather than on 
the decline, 

Maxwell C, Dewar, city architect, 
said that only curtailment of essen- 
tial facilities such as plumbing sup- 
plies, baths, and furnaces will keep 
the home building total below the 
700 mark,

Trees Need Food and Good Care 


LACK OF FOOD IN SOIL 
CAUSES POOR APPEARANCE 
Tree feeding is much more im- 
portant than most of us realize. 

The average gardener prepares the 
soil well when setting out his trees, 
but for some unknown reason, 
neglects to give them another meal 
until something goes wrong. Lack 
of food in the soil is one of the 
common causes of the unhappy 
appearance and even the death of 
many of our prized trees, Regular 
feeding will result in conspicuous- 


ly more beautiful and attractive 
trees, 

Well-fed and eared-for trees are 
improved not only in healthy 
growth and appearance but they 
will better withstand drought, are 
more resistant to attack by disease 
and insects, and will recover more 
quickly from injuries. Contrary to 
common belief, trees may be fed at 
any time of the year. A sick tree 
should be lightly fed immediately 
and the dose repeated in a couple 


of months, The leaves of under- 
nourished trees are small and 
scanty and of an unhealthy green 
color. They appear later in the 


spring and drop earlier in the fall. 
Excessive dead branches and twigs 


also indicate a need for feeding, 
How much fertilier should one 
apply? The amount varies with 
the type of the tree to be fed. 
Spreading trees such as the elms, 
oaks, and pines should be given 
five pounds per inch in diameter 
of trunk, while slender trees such 
as poplars and arbor vitae should 
be given but three pounds per 
inch in diameter. The diameter 
measurement is taken at a point | 
three feet above the ground line. | 
Feeding is easily done. A simple 
method is to make a series of 
two-inch holes in the soil with a 
crowbar or a large auger. The

holes are made beneath the spread 
of the branches, 15 to 18 inches 
deep and 2 to 3 feet apart. The 
estimated amount of fertilizer is 
then equally distributed in the 
holes to within 3 or 4 inches of 
the top and the hole filled with 
sand or other porous material to 
permit easy entrance of water. A 
well-balanced fertilizer, organic if 
possible, such as a 10-6-4 or 5-10-5, 
is satisfactory.
